— The American Indians as a' race 
are not dying, as so many people 
think. On the^oontrary, they show 
this year a slight numerical increase 
as compared to 12 months ago, ac­ 
cording to Dr. E. 
E. Higley, of 
Chicago, superintendent of the work 
among Indians of the Board of 
Home Missions of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church. 
Dr. Higley disclosed this condition 
in an address today at the annual 
meeting in this city of the Home 
Mission ocuncil of the church. The 
Indian census a year ago showed 
34b,838 Indians; now they number 
340,917. 
"There is no field of home mis­ 
sionary endeavor where the spirit 
and processes of qo-ope ration among 
these denominational 
boards 
and 
workers is more manifested than in 
the field of christian work among 
Indians,” continued Dr. Higley. 
•"The christian missionary work 
among Indians, includes a study of 
the missionary stations and native 
churches, their economic and spirit­ 
ual resources, (2) an estimate of 
the Indian 
schools, both 
govern­ 
mental and mission, their education­ 
al status, and the opportunity pre­ 
sented for a unified religious edu 
cat! one I program; (3) a survey of 
the 
147 
reservations 
and 
other 
communities where Indians are to 
be found in any appreciable num­ 
ber. 
"There are 90,000 Indian boys 
and girls between five and 16 years 
of age who are of school age, about 
30,000 are enrolled in government 
schools with 30,000 in public schools 
and the remaining 30,000 are atli 
without school privileges. In the In­ 
dian (school especial emphasis is put 
upon agriculture and home econom 


ice. In the 
large 
non-reservation 
schools many trade courses are pro­ 
vided. The manner in Which the In­ 
dian Bureau for the last two years 
has worked for the fuller enroll­ 
ment of unschooled Indian boys and 
girls, is m atter for favorable com­ 
ment. 
“ In the old days the Indian can­ 
tered everything around his relig­ 
ion, and his religion entered into 
every phase of tyis life. He cannot 
understand a christianity which is 
not in someway related to his physi­ 
cal wellbeing, to his planting and 
hie harvesting. At present health 
conditions in many places are de­ 
plorable. The christian order of the 
day is for social and community ser­ 
vices which are an expression of the 
religion of Jesus that shall be suffic­ 
ient for both worlds, this world and 
the * world to come. That social re­ 
ligion appeals to the Indian. The 
modern program of the rural church 
among Indians is needed for the 
young people 
coming home 
from 
school life. They do not want to re­ 
turn to their pagan religions, they 
know they are false. The church 
must plant a more careful program 
for Indian endeavor which will sat- 
isiy the religious intellect and social 
desires of the youth as well as the 
aged. The church must even use the 
Indian dialect, but it must empha­ 
size English speech in training na­ 
tive leadership. 
“The church must discover aud 
develop a trained and native christ­ 
ian leadership. 
The Indian young 
people 
should he encouraged to go 
further than the sixth grade com­ 
monly provided by the government 
^serratio n schools. 
Educated 
In­ 
dian farmers and their wives, teach­ 
ers, and other professional men and 
women, and a well-trained Indian 
missionary above all, are urgently 
needed.”

The former were the 
industrious servants who doubled 
the talents given them by their 
Master. The have not hid hie talent 
in the ground and empty met his 
master on settlement day. 
The average person 
thinks 
of 
thrift chiefly in terms of money sav­ 
ing; which is important, however, is 
only one phase of thrift. One who is 
really thrifty is one who not only 
saves money, but conserves time, 
strength and effort. Thrift means 
mental and moral discipline exercis­ 
ing will power, sacrificing personal 
desires, and overcoming temptatoins. 
“Make all you can, save all you 
can, and give all you can” is one 
of John Wesley’s sayings. This is 
good advice because one who fol­ 
lows it must of necessity be indus­ 
trious, saving, generous. 
A thrifty 
person is a happy medium between 
a spend thrift and a miser; either 
one of whom is an undesirable citi­ 
zen. There is no one who is not 
benefitted by acquiring the habit of 
saving. The boy starting at the bot­ 
tom of the ladder, the working girl, 
the family of small income, the 
business man and the capitalist alike 
need a surplus for rainy days. Sav­ 
ing is most successful w^en it Is 
done methodically and regularly. A 
working boy who was considered a 
good manager by his friends told 
one who inquired that he systemat­ 
ically divided his monthly salary 
each pay day, so much was allotted 
for living expense, so much for pleas­ 
ure, and so much for his saving ac­ 
count.
